Signers of a petition protesting 
the Bethel Water District’s nate 
increase would iike to thank the 
Public Utility Commission for the 
tizie and help given by the PUC 
in reviewing ithe Bethel Water Dis- 
trict’s rate increase, 

The PUC is. accused many times 
of standing on tthe side of utilities, 
however, in Bethel’s ‘case the 
Commission .acted in a just mian- 
ner ‘and iin the final analysis saved 
the Bethel «water users approxi- 
mately a.6% increase. in the town 
water nates. 

On Feb. 13, 1981 the Bethel Wat- 
er District filed a schedule of 
rates with tthe PUC for approxi- 
miately a 24% increase, A large 
majority of tthe District’s custo- 
mers feeling ithis imcrease was 
prohibitive filed a petition with 
PUC ito suspend iand review this 
increase, 

PUC spent many hours doing 
just that. The end result was a 
finding by PUC that ‘the unlabel- 
ed Schedule of Rates filed by the 
Bethel Water District with this 
commission on Feb, 13, 1981, is 
unjust iand unreasonable and svill 
not take effect”, and that the cor- 

_rect percentage should be 18% 
thus saving ithis smiall community 
an mmnecessary increase in the 
cost of their water.

AT 14.5% THROUGH JANUARY 

Interest rates for 1981-crop loans 
and storage facility and dryer 
loans made through the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture’s Com- 
modity Credit Corpdration will re- 
main at 14.5% through Jan, 31, 
according to Secretary of Agricul- 
ture John R. Block. 

Block said the 14.5% mate has 
been in effect since April i, wher 
USDA announced it was instituting 
a “floating ” interest rate, subject 
to adjustment on. the 1981-crop and 
facility loans.

ANIMALS GET COLD, TCO 

With Old. Man Winter lurking 
just around the corner, the New 
Hampshire Humane Society re- 
minds people that their pets can 
suffer from winter weather unless 
special care is taken. 

Outdoor dogs must have a wa- 
terproof, dmnaftproof shelter to 
make it through the long ‘winter. 
The Society offers free plans for 
a well-built dog house in return 
for a self-addressed, stamped 
business - size envelope. (New 
Hampshire Humane Society, P. O. 
Box 572, Laconia, N. H. 03246) 

In addition to ample bedding in 


the form of clean, DRY straw or . 


DRY shredded newspaper, the out- 
door dog also needs more food in 
the winter to provide extra ener- 
gy for warmth. A pound of food 
(approximately four and a half 
cups of dry food) to 25 pounds of 
dog is a good rule, A very active 
dog, of course, would need more. 
And a pan of frozen water is as 
good as no water at all, so in 
very cold weather check the water 
supply often, Dogs should not be 
allowed to eat snow as this can 
cause severe gastro-intestinal up- 
sets, 

Obyiously, the best thing to do 
for an outdoor dog when the tem- 
perature drops and the wind howls 
is to bring him inside, 

Indoor dogs shed their under- 
coais and should never be made 
to stay outside in the cold for 
very long, Smiall or very short- 
haired, as well as very young or 
very old, dogs may need a coat 
or sweater for extna protection. 

Cats are better off kept indoors. 
If you know there are cats \an- 
dering your neighborhood in freez- 
ing weather, give the hood of your 
ear a good slap before starting it 
(particularly in the morning) to 
scare out any cats that have cud- 
died tp near the engine for its 
warmth 


The common use of rock salt or 
other chémicals to melt ice on 
sidewalks and streets. can lead to 
paw problems in pets. The de- 
frosting chemicals can cause irri- 
tation and burning of the pads un- 
less the pet's feet are finsed af- 
ter each walk. If the pet is allow- 
ed to lick its paws before rinsing, 
the chemicals may burn and irri- 
tate the tongue, 

Also remeniber that anti-freeze 
can be ahti-pet. The New Hamp- 
shjre Humane Society asks that 
evetyons be aware of the danger 
of anti-freeze and coolant solu- 
tions to dogs, cats, children and 
wildlife! The chemical ethyl glycol 
nas a pleasant aroma and sweet 
taste which makes it attractive 
to animals and children. Unfor- 
tunately, it is also highly toxie 
and cati be lethal,
